HARD-working doctors 
and nurses at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital are 
being hampered by per¬ 
sistent crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Statistics of recorded 
crime and police incidents 
at the PAH site, obtained by 
the Star using the Freedom 
of Information Act, show 
that a total of 349 incidents 
took place in a 12-month 
period - almost one a day. 

The offences ranged from 
assaults on staff to theft of 
hospital property, disturbance 
and vandalism. 

Most of the incidents relate 
to anti-social behaviour such 
as people under the influence 
of drink or drugs causing trou¬ 
ble by verbally abusing staff or 
interrupting treatment in 
wards or departments. 

The figures, released by the 


Princess Alexandra Hospital 
NHS Trust, relate to the period 
April 2006 to March 2007. In 
total there were 309 incidents 
of nuisance behaviour, 14 of 
physical abuse against staff, 
11 of theft from employees or 
patients, five of theft of hospi¬ 
tal property and 10 cases of 
criminal damage. 

In addition, the trust also 
disclosed statistics for April 1- 
May 31, 2007 showing that in 
the two-month period there 
were five assaults on staff and 
26 incidents of nuisance 
behaviour. 

Police were informed in 
about 90 per cent of cases and 
in at least two of the assault 
cases those responsible were 
prosecuted. 

A spokesman for the PAH 
NHS Trust said: “We are right 
next to the town centre and a 
lot of these things aren’t so

HEALTH Secretary Alan Johnson officially opened a new 
birthing centre when he visited Princess Alexandra 
Hospital on Monday. 

Mr Johnson was taken on a tour of the hospital during 
which he chatted to staff and patients before officially 
opening the £300,000 purpose-built centre which 
provides a range of ante-natal clinics and a choice of 
delivery options for mothers with routine pregnancies. 
"This is an excellent facility that is all about mothers 
having the choice of how to bring their baby into the 
world naturally" he told the Star, 

"By 2010 we want every mother to have such a choice. 
At the moment these centres are by no means 
ubiquitous and this one is somewhat pioneering in that 
sense." 

Mr Johnson spoke to Harlow mum Mandy Perry, who 
had given birth to her third child, Joshua, just hours 
earlier using the birthing pool. "This place is incredible 
and the midwife team here were just out of this world," 
she said. "I have two daughters already but I found it 
much easier to give birth to Joshua here. 

"We were able to choose how I gave birth on the day as 
all the options were here and ready to use."

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Knife victim's 
mum guiity of 

drug deaiing 


THE mother of 16-year-old 
Tommy Jones, who was 
stabbed to death outside an 
east London pub last year, is 
facing a possible jail sentence 
after being convicted of drug 
dealing offences. 

Melanie Hopwood (35) has 
campaigned with Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell for a tougher legal 
stance on knife crime since her 
son’s death. 

On Tuesday she was convicted by a 
Chelmsford Crown Court jury of two 
charges of possessing cannabis with 
intent to supply. She had denied the 
offences. 

Hopwood, of The Hides, Harlow, 
was found with £1,300 worth of the 
class C drug and more than £14,000 in 


cash on August 6 last year - just weeks 
before Tommy was fatally stabbed. 

Juliet Donovan, prosecuting, told the 
court how officers discovered the drugs 
and cash inside a pink suitcase after she 
had been involved in a road traffic acci¬ 
dent in Potter Street. 

Hopwood and her partner Derek 
Wilson had been at the Horn and 
Horseshoes pub, in Foster Street, 
where they had an argument. She took 
Mr Wilson’s Land Rover Freelander 
4x4 but crashed it into a Peugeot car 
near Prentice Place. 

Witnesses saw Hopwood holding a 
suitcase and running around a comer. 
Police later noticed the suitcase by 
some bins and asked if it was hers but 
she replied “No”. 

Miss Donovan said an officer 
opened the case and found it contained 
herbal cannabis and cannabis resin 


with a street value of £1,320, as well as 
a bundle of £10 and £20 notes amount¬ 
ing to £14,800. 

In a police interview, Hopwood said 
the money was her savings and the 
dmgs were for her own use. She later 
told the jury that she had a £1,000 a 
month cannabis habit but was not a 
dealer. 

Releasing Hopwood on bail pending 
pre-sentence reports, the judge, told 
her that all sentencing options, includ¬ 
ing jail, remained open. 

% EARLIER this year Jamie Turpin 
(21) of Beckton, east London, walked 
free from court after he was cleared of 
the murder and manslaughter of 
Tommy Jones. 

Although Mr Turpin admitted deliv¬ 
ering the fatal stab wound, he claimed 
it was an accident after he had been 
attacked.

Damage to park 
sculpture is too 
costly to repair 


A VANDAL-hit piece of Harlow’s artistic 
heritage was dumped in a skip after it was 
decided it would cost too much to repair. 
Hilary Frew’s Two Children On A Rock 
(pictured left) was a familiar sight to 
people using Harlow Town Park’s paddling 
pool since the mid-1960s. 

However, the piece has now been removed 
because of sustained damage by yobs. 
Harlow Civic Society vice chairman John 
Curry noticed the sculpture in a skip as he 
was cycling through the park. “I saw what 
looked like arms and legs of a child poking 
out and it looked remarkably similar to one 
of my favourite statues,” he said. 

“I went up to it and had a look in and sure 
enough there was the statue. I thought it 
was very odd and rather unceremonious for 
such a lovely piece.” 

A council spokesman said the statue had an 
insurance value of £5,600 but repairs 
would have cost more than that. 

“In the past five years it has been 
vandalised three times,” he said. “On two 
occasions we were able to repair it but 
unfortunately the damage in May was so 
severe - a figure was completely removed 
- that it was beyond repair.”

Friends'

to Superman

MOURNERS attending the funeral of a 
popular young man described as a real-life 
Superman paid their own tribute by wear¬ 
ing blue T-shirts emblazoned with the 
superhero’s ^S’ logo. 

James Redington (28), who died suddenly last 
month from a rare heart condition, was a huge 
fan of the comic book character. 

As his coffin was carried into Potter Street Baptist 
Church on Friday it was draped with the Man of 
Steel’s famous red cloak. 

So many people attended the service that it had to 
he relayed onto a large screen in the adjacent church 
hall. 

James, a former Brays Grove pupil who worked as 
a technician at a drama school in Debden and as a 
tutor at The Square’s rock school, lived in Chapel 
Field, Harlow, with his parents John and Alison and 
younger brothers Robert and David. 

James suffered from Wolff-Parkinson-White 
Syndrome, a condition which causes abnormal elec¬ 
trical pathways in the heart. He died at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital after being taken ill outside The 
Square. 

This week his father said: “We thought there might 
be a lot of people coming because James had a lot of 
friends. It seemed at times like we shared him with 
half the world. 

“He was very quiet and unassuming and he didn’t 
really speak about who he knew or about his work. He 
was just very kind and always very honest and we 
never had cross words with him; a happy, smiley chap 
who was always telling people to keep smiling.

“One of the songs played at the funeral was Bone 
Thugs ’n’ Harmony’s I Tried. That summed James up 
- he was always trying his hardest at everything 

“He wanted to work in the media and although he 
didn’t have the best degree he wrote letter after letter 
to get there. He went to the gym seven days a week; he 
tried his hardest at that.” 

Those attending the funeral paid their own tributes. 
Carol Shadbolt, a work colleague from his time at 
Sainsbury’s in Harlow, said: “It was a lovely service 
and it was amazing to see so many people there. 

“It still seems very surreal to a lot of people; when 
I worked with James he was always such a kind and 
friendly person.” 

Lee Griffiths, who worked with James at the drama 
school, added: “The service was touching and truly 
celebrated what James was. It was the best that could 
have been done on such a sad day.” 

Sue Tarling, of Deer Park, Harlow, regularly attends 
the church. “I have never seen so many people here, 
she said. 


Addict gambled away 
cash stolen from OAP 


A GAMBLING addict who stole cash 
from the home of a pensioner narrow¬ 
ly avoided a jail sentence after apolo¬ 
gising for his “disgraceful behav¬ 
iour”. 

Nathan Craft (19), of Bushey Croft, 
Harlow, stole £68 from his 89-year- 
old victim’s handbag and later gam¬ 
bled the money away at an amusement 
arcade, Chelmsford Crown Court 
heard on Monday. 

Craft, who tricked his way into the 
woman’s home by pretending to be a 


window salesman, pleaded guilty to a 
charge of burglary. 

Matthew Pardoe, representing Craft, 
said in mitigation: “He accepts this 
was disgraceful behaviour and has 
expressed genuine remorse.” 

Ordering Craft to complete 240 
hours of community service and 
imposing an 18-month supervision 
order, recorder Ian Evans said he had 
taken into account his guilty plea and 
the fact he had already spent more 
than three months in custody. 


October trial for 
murder accused 

A MAN will stand trial in the 
autumn over the death of a Harlow 
bricklayer. 

Colin Ansell (28), of 
Pitmansfield, Harlow, pleaded not 
guilty at Chelmsford Crown Court 
on Monday to murdering Lee 
Williams, of Gibson Court, on 
April 22. He also denied an alter¬ 
native charge of manslaughter. 

Mr Williams (26), also known 
as Lee Clark, was found uncon¬ 
scious in an underpass in The 
Hides and died later in hospital. 

The trial will he held at 
Basildon Crown Court in October 
Ansell was remanded in custody. 
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Crews tackle 
furnancefire 
at glass plant 

DOZENS of firefighters 
battled for more than four 
hours as molten glass began 
spewing from a furnace at 
the United Glass works in 
Edinburgh Way, Harlow. 
Crews from Harlow, Epping 
and Waltham Abbey attended 
the scene after the casing of 
a furnace split in the early 
hous of Sunday 
Divisional officer Mark 
Wilson, of Essex County Fire 
and Rescue Service, said: 
“The furnace is constantly 
working 24 hours a day 
Glass is poured in the top 
and molten glass comes out 
of the bottom. 

“The furnace casing had split 
and glass was leaking down 
the side of the furnace into a 
sump. 

“Working with the factory’s 
own firefighters, our crews 
cooled the leaking molten 
glass from the bottom up, 
creating a pyramid of glass 
which eventually reached the 
crack and sealed it.” 

He added: “The crews did an 
excellent job and the incident 
was dealt with quickly and 
efficiently.” 

Man arrested 
after body is 
found in flat 

A MAN has been arrested 
after the discovery of a 
body in a Harlow flat. 

Police officers and 
ambulance crews attended 
Netteswell Tower, off Park 
Lane, shortly before 6am on 
Monday. 

A spokesman for Essex 
Police confirmed: “Officers 
arrived to find the body of a 
man, believed to live locally 
and be in his 20s.” 

Formal identification and a 
post mortem examination of 
the dead man was due to 
take place yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

A 42-year-old Harlow man 
was subsequently arrested 
and released on police bail 
until the end of the week. 
Police refused to give any 
further details. 

'Hate crime’ 
probe ends 

POLICE have confirmed 
they will be taking no action 
over a complaint that the 
Lubbock Trust website 
contained homophobic 
material. 

Two weeks ago Tony 
Bennett, the solicitor who 
until recently represented the 
father of Stuart Lubbock, 
revealed the website he 
helped set up was under 
investigation for an alleged 
‘hate crime’ relating to 
comments on the website. 

But this week a 
spokeswoman for Essex 
Police said that following 
consultations with the Crown 
Prosecution Service, there 
will be no further action.

Payout to 
mum for 
abortion 
torment 


A PREGNANT woman who 
underwent an abortion at 
Harlow’s Princess Alexandra 
Hospital without giving her 
proper consent has received 
£27,500 in compensation. 

Mother-of-three Teresa Cooper 
(40) reluctantly agreed to a termina¬ 
tion at the hospital in November 
2003 after becoming concerned that 
antibiotics she had taken to treat an 
E-coli infection could have harmed 
her foetus. 

Ms Cooper, from Ongar, signed a con¬ 
sent form but before the procedure was 
due to take place she watched an anti¬ 
abortion video which caused her to doubt 
if she was doing the right thing. 

On the day of the operation she went 
to the hospital with the intention of dis¬ 
cussing her concerns. She told staff she- 
was only having the abortion for medical 
reasons and questioned whether it would 
be traumatic for the foetus. 

But she claimed she received no 
answers to her questions and, according 
to her medical notes, was led to theatre 


“upset and tearful”. She was given a gen¬ 
eral anaesthetic and awoke to find the 
termination had been carried out. 

Ms Cooper took the PAH Trust to 
court, accusing it of failing to counsel 
her about her pregnancy and proceeding 
with the abortion even though she had 
withdrawn her consent. Before the case 
could be heard, the trust offered an out- 
of-court settlement. 

Ms Cooper’s solicitor David Kerry 
said: “Despite her obvious distress, she 
was not respected as an individual with 
the tragic result that she lost her baby 
totally unnecessarily. 

“It was as if she was on a conveyer belt 
which was impossible to stop.” 

Mr Kerry also criticised the trust for 
initially suggesting it intended to fight 
the case in court before later conceding. 
“That naturally caused Teresa even 
greater distress,” he said. 

A spokesman for the PAH NHS Trust 
apologised to Ms Cooper for “shortcom¬ 
ings” in her care. 

“Extra training has been provided and 
the patient pathway for the treatment 
improved to ensure the same thing could 
not happen again,” he added.

SIR, After working hard for students at Harlow College 
for many years now, I feel compelled to respond to the 
highly offensive ramblings of Joshua Jolles (Star Letters, 
July 19).

Tragedy for Harlow 

SIR, Joshua Jolles never allows facts to stand in the way 
of his prejudices. 

Many of the staff who have left or were sacked from 
Harlow College have provided years of dedicated teaching 
and excellent results. To be smeared as political agitators 
opposing the principal’s “right to manage” is not only 
totally incorrect but an insult to their professionalism and 
their commitment to their students. 

The facts are that the lecturers union negotiated and 


agreed the new teaching and learning strategy and 
subsequent changes in posts. After the first tier of 
management appointments the union raised certain staff 
grievances on the appointment procedure. The 
principal’s response was to call a staff meeting, attack 
the union and withdraw from all agreements with the 
UCU 

He adopted an authoritarian and confrontational 
approach to any criticism and refused to meet any 
representatives of the union at national level. 
Subsequently he has imposed the worst conditions of 
service of any college and school in the UK and 
proposed that a third of the teaching staff be demoted to 
classroom assistants with loss of pay and pension rights. 
Only then did the union hold a ballot and voted for 
strike action, to no avail. The principal refused to budge. 
As a result, half the full-time teaching staff have 
resigned, accepted redundancy or have been sacked. The 
college lost all its maths, electrical engineers, carpentry, 
social science, humanities and media lecturers, most of 
its English and modern languages staff and staff from 
art, business studies and other vocational areas of the 
college. 

Next month the college should be able to offer the 
majority of its vocational courses but has only a few AS 
and A levels of any quality. 

The situation is a tragedy for Harlow’s 16-19 year-olds 
for hundreds will have to travel to surrounding colleges 
and schools to study the subjects of their choice.

Rights and wrongs

both fact and assertion. 

Nobody questions the right of a principal and governors 
to manage a college. However, with that right comes a 
presumption of competence and an ability to act 
responsibly. 

Unfortunately any fair-minded evaluation of the history 
of the college dispute evidences a lack of both 
attributes on the part of the college management. 

Let us be clear about the facts. The UCU months ago 
was willing and offered to go to ACAS but the college 
management refused. The UCU requested time to be 
given before the signing of the new contracts in order to 
reduce the haemorrhaging of staff from the college but 
again the college management refused. 

The UCU has sought throughout the negotiations to act 
responsibly but was baulked at every turn by a 
management that refused to enter into meaningful 
negotiations until approaching 100 staff had left the 
college. 

I would remind Mr Jolles that these were staff who, 
according to the college’s own website, were members 
of a previously effective college placed by Ofsted third 
out of 16 further education colleges in Essex, 
Hertfordshire, Cambridge and north London. These 
were not highly politically motivated staff but rather 
good staff thoroughly demoralised by the ineptitude and 
incompetence of a college management which can now 
offer no guarantees to students and parents regarding 
the range or quality of courses that will or will not be 
available in September. 

With regard to Mr Jolles’ snide remark concerning Bill 
Rammell, he has consistently pushed for the 
involvement of ACAS and, latterly, the LSC. This 
pressure is at long last bearing some fruit with the 
college now reportedly being willing to go to ACAS and 
the LSC due to present a report to the college board and 
agree with them an action plan. 

In conclusion, many lessons will be learned from 
picking over the remains of the carcass that was once 
Harlow College, one lesson being that it is not wise to 
presume that all disputes are the result of politically 
motivated trade unionists. In this instance it is simply 
not the case.

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Help us to 
ease pain 
of parking 


SIR, Bill Rammell’s survey of local people 
has given us much food for thought as we 
embark on developing new and better 
services at Princess Alexandra Hospital 
{Star, July 19). 

In matters that impact directly on patient care 
we are very pleased with the 89 per cent of 
responses to the survey which showed overall 
satisfaction with PAH. It is in the one area 
where we cannot control either supply or 
demand that there seems to be an ongoing 
problem - our car park. 

This is not a new issue. Car parking has been 
a main point of discussion at every annual 
general meeting since the trust was formed 
in 1994. It is without doubt the number one 
gripe of users of our hospital and indeed a 
main bone of contention among our staff too. 
Over the years we have been doing 
everything we can to alleviate the situation. 
This began with clearing off the motorists 
who were blatantly misusing our spaces, 
including town centre shoppers and even 
commuters to London who preferred paying 
our charges to having to pay the charges at 
Harlow Town Station. 

We have also bought space in nearby multi¬ 
storey car parks for staff use. We worked 
hard to persuade bus companies to divert bus 
routes tWugh the hospital site, something 
we have had limited success with. 

We increased our efforts recently to improve 
the parking situation on the site, including 
adding a further 200 odd spaces this year 
and providing special concessions for 
disabled drivers and people who have to 
make regular visits to the hospital. 

But readers must remember we are heavily 
constrained both by Government and local 
planning policy about what more we can 
reasonably do to increase car parking 
capacity on the site. 

Proposals to utilise additional space have 
been blocked by local residents whilst all 
local authorities are committed to work with 
organisations such as hospitals to help reduce 
carbon emissions by discouraging car use. 

We also have to live with the fact that no 
matter how many additional spaces we 
provide there will always be an increasing 
demand. Experts have consistently told us 
that we could double the number of spaces 
tomorrow and we would be back to square 
one within weeks. 

If people feel so strongly about this matter 
we hope that they will join us as members of 
our new foundation trust when they will have 
the opportunity to have a greater say in such 
matters and perhaps work with us to seek 
new solutions to an age-old problem.

I can 
appreciate that, although we do put recycling 
on one side of the house and domestic waste 
on the other. 

It has also said that any excess recycling can 
be put in untied bin liners. How convenient is 
that? Are they going to send people round 
the streets to clear up the awful mess that 
will appear on a nice windy day? I don't 
think so. 

I often put out bags of shredded paper and I 
can just see how the area would look if a bag 
of that was left out untied! 

If recycling is so important to the council, 
the Government and the world, why can’t 
households be supplied with a roll of 
recycling bags like other authorities? This 
would seem the cheapest option. 

Otherwise collect it on a weekly basis like 
the domestic waste or distribute wheelie bins 
which would make it easier for people to 
recycle, look better outside properties and 
hold far more. 

Why doesn’t the council listen to residents’ 
views and act upon them? It really isn’t that 
difficult and certainly not rocket science.

Turning the tide 

SIR, Why is there so much widespread 
flooding? I believe the answer lays in 
councils and the Government cutting back on 
basic road/drainage maintenance, farmers no 
longer maintaining ditches and building on 
flood plains and green field sites. 

When I first moved out of London to 


Harlow, in 1971 all the local roads that 
bordered farmland had clearly defined 
ditches, some maintained by local or county 
council and some by farmers. It was quite 
normal to see these ditches being kept clear 
by teams of men, but men cost money,so the 
ditches have been allowed to fill with 
rubbish or disappeared altogether over the 
intervening years. 

In Harlow, road drains get choked with 
leaves in the autumn and litter through the 
rest of the year. The job of cleaning these 
drains has been contracted out so they tend 
to get cleared only when a problem arises, 
which of course is too late. 

Many of the farms around Harlow have large 
areas of land that have been allowed to return 
to the wild or used for non-farming 
activities. The result again is that drainage 
ditches and field drains fall into disrepair 
and the water they would have caught ends 
up gushing onto roads and into main sewers 
that cannot cope. 

Fortunately, there has been no major building 
on the flood plain to the north of Harlow so 
what flooding we do get is relatively 
localised, but nonetheless destructive for 
those living in these area. But what will 
happen if John Prescott’s plans to build 
across Essex go ahead? 

Stansted Airport wants a second runway 
which will have to be built over farmland 
and existing homes, gobbling up many acres 
of land and again posing a threat of flooding. 
The only answers are: 

% no more building on flood plains, green 
field sites or Green Belt land; 

# local and county councils to maintain the 
drainage systems; 

% farmers to be paid to maintain the ditches 
and field drains on their land; 

% river and canal systems to be maintained 
properly so there are no obstructions to water 
flow. 

I don’t suppose that any of the above will be 
done. Politicians would much rather pretend 
there's nothing wrong than spend money 
putting things right.

Odeon cinema in 
West Gate 

screened its last movie in 
2004, many bemoaned the 
fact that a trip to the flicks 
would thereafter mean 
heading out of The High.

The Oxleys resident Sandra 
Howard writes: ‘T remember 
visiting The Regal in the factory 
estate with my first boyfriend. We 
used to go on Sunday afternoons. 
‘‘All us girls used to dress up to the 
nines, with stiletto-heeled shoes 
and stiff petticoats under our 
dresses. 

“We wore our hair in high pony 
tails and I also had a pair of huge 
Elvis Presley earrings which I 
thought - at the time - were

wonderful!” 

Shirley Harrison, of Altham Grove, 
adds: “You knew you would get in 
if, when queuing, you got to the 
end wall of the factory next door. 
There always seemed to be 
hundreds of children waiting their 
turn. 

“On your birthday, if you were a 
member of the Saturday morning 
club, you got a card from ‘Uncle 
Peter’. 

“They also had competitions and I 
remember winning a painting set 
once.” 

Northbrooks resident Avron 
Cooper-Gray was a Saturday 
morning customer too. 

“I saw films there such as East Of 
Eden dmd Rebel Without A Cause, 
both starring James Dean before 
he was tragically killed in 1955,” 
she said. 

“We also saw Rock Around The 
Clock, which created a great stir at 


the time. 

“My friends and I watched it with 
great excitement and, of course, we 
were jiving in the aisles to Bill 
Hay ley and The Comets. 

“One time I took my six-year-old 
brother to The Regal in the school 
holidays and we sat there all 
afternoon watching the films a 
second time. 

“In those days, two films were 
shown - the A film and B film. 
“My worried father came looking 
for us and the film was stopped - a 
message flashed across the screen 
saying ‘Will Avron and Ross 
please come to the foyer 
immediately where their father is 
waiting to take them home’!” 
Moyna Strowman, who also moved 
to Harlow as a child in 1952, 
remembers visits to the Regal with 
her younger sister. 

“My mother used to make peanut 
butter sandwiches and a drink to 
take with us. 

“What fun we had watching the 
cowboys and indians, booing the 
indians and cheering when the 
cowboys won!” 

She also remembers the opening 

night of The Odeon 
in The High, 
pictured right in 
1960 before the 
completion of West 
Gate. 

’’They had a choir 
from my school, 
Tany’s Dell, and we 
sat down the front 
of the lefthand side 
and sang the 
national anthem. I 
think there was an 
organ in the middle 
in front of the big 
screen. 

“My brother and 
sister were in the 
choir too, so my 
parents got 
complimentary 
tickets for the 
opening night, 
when Reach For A 
Star starring 
Norman Wisdom 
was shown.”

Man terrorised 
former partner 


A MAN who terrorised his for¬ 
mer partner with a campaign of 
intimidation has been jailed for a 
series of assaults on her. 

Daniel Larcombe (27), of Kings- 
land, Harlow, acted like a “crazy man”, 
pursuing Sophie Cruse through the 
streets on one occasion, Chelmsford 
Crown Court heard on Friday. 

He was jailed for 10 months after admit¬ 
ting actual bodily harm, common assault, 
using threatening behaviour and damaging 
property. 

The court heard Larcombe and Miss 
Cruse split after a four-year relationship and 
there had been disagreement over his access 
to their one-year-old daughter. 

Marcus Croskell, prosecuting, said 
Larcombe arrived at Miss Cruse’s Harlow 
home on February 24 and was told to leave 
but entered minutes later via the back door. 

She ran upstairs and hid behind a door 
but he pushed it to squeeze her against the 
wall. She ran downstairs, where he threw a 
telephone at her and stopped her calling 999 
before pushing her backwards, causing her 
head to hit the wall and floor. He then left. 

On April 7 Miss Cruse was walking 
home with friends when she realised 
Larcombe was following her. 

She shouted to her friends to call the 
police and ran off but he pursued her, shout¬ 
ing and swearing. After catching up in The 
High, he pushed her to the floor but bounc¬ 
ers from a nearby nightclub intervened. 

He caught up with her outside the Post 
Office and pushed her to the ground, and 
again confronted her in Broad Walk, 
screaming and, according to Miss Cruse, 
“acting like a completely crazy man”. When 
a passer-by intervened, Larcombe grabbed 
Miss Cruse’s handbag and hit him with it. 

Miss Cruse managed to get away but 
again Larcombe chased her, pushing her 
over so she struck her head on the ground. 
As she reached Harlow Police Station, he 
picked her up by the throat before he was 
interrupted by a policewoman and fled. 

On May 10, following another argument 
about their daughter, Larcombe threw a 
brick through a window at Miss Cruse’s 
home, causing £200 damage. 

Francesca Titus, in mitigation, said 
Larcombe had been driven to drink and 
drugs by the breakdown of the relationship 
and difficulties over contact with his daugh¬ 
ter but now acknowledged his behaviour 
had been unacceptable.

Harlow Couneil lieensing eom- 
mittee ehairman Sean Folan said: 
“We are making it quite elear that we 
will not tolerate this type of behav¬ 
iour from retailers.” 

Referring to the Quiek Stop News 
ease, he added: “The evidenee was 
overwhelming and there is no way 
we would have 
allowed this retailer 
to eontinue to flout 
the law and put 
young people at 
risk.” 

Roger Walters, 
Essex County Coun¬ 
eil exeeutive mem¬ 
ber for trading stan¬ 
dards, said: “Shops 
with aleohol lieen- 
ees have a responsi¬ 
bility not to sell to 
ehildren. 

“Trading stan¬ 
dards offieers are 
eondueting test pur- 
ehases and advisory 
visits aeross the 
eounty and stores 
that eontinue to 
ignore our warnings 
ean expeet to be 
punished severely.” 

Harlow poliee 
lieensing offieer 
Jenny MeCallum 
said: “We will eon¬ 
tinue to monitor and 
aet on any informa¬ 
tion eoneerning the 
underage sale of 
aleohol.

A CAR owner whose vehicle was 
towed away after she parked it legal¬ 
ly in a residential street has had to 
pay £130 to get it back. 

Janet Jennings (39), of Berecroft, 
Harlow, left the Ford Focus outside her dis¬ 
abled niece’s home in Loughton while she 
went on a trip to Folkestone with her fami¬ 
ly to watch her son compete in a darts tour¬ 
nament. 

But when Mrs Jennings returned a week later 
the ear was gone. Thinking it had been stolen, 
she eontaeted poliee but was astonished to find 
out it had been taken to a ear pound in 
Tottenham. 

“I eouldn’t understand how this had hap¬ 
pened,” said Mrs Jennings. “The ear had been 
parked perfeetly legally outside my nieee’s 
house for just over one week and the eouneil 
just took it away. 

“Apparently someone had reported it aban¬ 
doned and said it had been there for three 
weeks, whieh is simply not true. I always park 
there when I visit my nieee, whieh I do quite 
often. 

“It was fully taxed, whieh makes it even more 
ridieulous that anyone eould have thought it had 
been dumped.” 

When Mrs Jennings eontaeted Epping Forest 
Couneil, she was told it was within its rights to 
have the ear removed. 

But Mrs Jennings fumed: “I think it is moral-

ly wrong that something like this ean happen on 
the say-so of one person.” 

A eouneil spokesman said it had followed 
proeedures by plaeing a warning stieker on the 
ear after reeeiving a report it had been aban¬ 
doned. 

“There is no reason to doubt that we aeted 
appropriately given the information supplied to 
us in this ease,” he said. “It is our praetiee to 
give three days notiee before removing a vehi- 


ele, although legally only 24 hours notiee is 
neeessary. 

“The vehiele was removed on the fifth day 
after we had been notified and the fourth after it 
had been stiekered. When the owner eontaeted 
us she was elearly very angry and upset. 

“Couneil offieers tried to explain the reasons 
for removing the ear and the proeess in aeeor- 
danee with the Refuse and Disposal (Amenity) 
Aet 1978.”

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Puppy savaged

A PUPPY needed emer¬ 
gency treatment after it 
was mauled by a pitbull- 
type dog which was not 
on a lead. 

Graeme Barker (24) and 
his girlfriend Rachel Mellor 
(22), of Arkwrights, Harlow, 
were walking their 15-week- 
old springer spaniel Chester 
through the St Mark’s under¬ 
pass when it was attacked. 

A few seconds earlier a couple 
cycling towards them warned 
Miss Mellor to pick up the dog 
but just as she grabbed Chester, 
the bike couple’s terrier - 
described as a cross between a 
Staffordshire bull terrier and a 
pitbull - clamped its jaws around 
the puppy and started shaking 
him violently. 

After the puppy was prised 
free from the terrier’s jaws, he 
was rushed to an emergency vet 
where he was treated for facial 
injuries and puncture marks on 
his back. 

Mr Barker’s mother Jackie told 
the Star: “The couple told my son 
they were retraining the dog 
because it used to be a fighting

dog, but if that was the case what 
on earth was it doing off the lead? 

“They then said they would 
pay for the veterinary bills for 
Chester’s treatment and they gave 
a mobile phone number which 
didn’t work when Graeme tried it 
later on. 

“The dog is dangerous. We just 
want people to keep an eye out 
for it and for people to let us 


know if they know the owners. It 
actually seems like the dog was 
being trained for fighting not the 
other way round.” 

Mrs Barker said that after the 
attack Chester had a little trouble 
walking but apart from that had 
recovered from his ordeal., 
“You’d think he’d be subdued but 
he’s not; he’s a normal springer 
spaniel and very lively. “

“If it can be proved the owners 
did nothing to prevent this hap¬ 
pening then something could be 
done about it.” 


Store burglar left 
behind fingerprint 

A THIEF who stole cash floats from check¬ 
out tills at a Harlow supermarket has been 
jailed. 

Anthony Barnes (26), of The Hides, 
Harlow, was sent to prison for 27 months 
after admitting burglaries at Sainsbury’s, in 
Fifth Avenue, Harlow, and a shop in 
Cheshunt. 

Peter Glenser, prosecuting, told St Albans 
Crown Court how Barnes and an accomplice 
staged a raid on the Sainsbury’s store in the 
early hours of January 15. 

They fled when they were discovered by a 
member of staff working a nightshift, but 
although they got away Barnes left behind 
his fingerprints. 

The court heard that a few months earlier 
Barnes had acted as a lookout during anoth¬ 
er shop burglary when £8,000 worth of stock 
and £500 in cash was stolen. Again Barnes 
was linked to the crime by a fingerprint. 

Judge Michael Baker told Barnes, who 
had previous convictions for burglary and 
theft, that his criminal record made “dismal 
reading”. 

The judge ordered that the 168 days 
Barnes had already spent in custody should 
count against the sentence.

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All parties will 
work on Essex 
waste strategy 

A CROSS-party group has been 
set up to look at the future of 
waste disposal in Essex. 

Essex County Council leader 
Lord Hanningfield recently 
invited opposition Labour 
leaders to join him on the group, 
which will be assisted by a 
panel of outside experts. 

He pointed to increases in 
landfill tax and environmental 
concerns as reasons to address 
future waste disposal, although 
he said the authority had already 
ruled out “mass burn 
incineration” as an option. 
“People are not interested in 
petty party politics,” he said. 
“What they are interested in is 
finding a long-term, 
environmentally friendly way of 
dealing with the household 
waste we produce.” 

The Labour group nevertheless 
branded the move a “blatant 
admission” from the ruling Tory 
administration that it had got its 
Essex Waste Strategy wrong and 
now needed help. 

Labour group leader Paul 
Kirkham said: “I welcome Lord 
Hanningfield’s acceptance that 
the Tories have not got the 
answers required to deal with 
the Essex waste situation. I am 
willing to sit on this cross-party 
group with him on the proviso 
that it is not just a talking shop 
but that he actually takes on 
board the Labour Group 
suggestions and proposals for 
dealing with the problems.”

Replacement fear as 
assemblies are axed 


THE Government’s decision to axe 
regional assemblies has been greet¬ 
ed with dismay by two of their 
fiercest local critics. 

Lrom 2010, the unelected East of 
England Assembly - which sits in Bury 
St Edmund’s but makes decisions for 
towns as remote as King’s Lynn and 
Harlow - will cease to exist. 

Its responsibilities will be transferred into 
the hands of business-led agencies directly 
appointed by Whitehall. 

Harlow Conservative Parliamentary candi¬ 
date Robert Halfon and Stop Harlow North 
secretary Nigel Clark both believed the assem¬ 
blies needed to be disbanded - but only in 
favour of a far more localised approach. 

“Even though it was an unelected quango 
before, they have done the worst possible thing 
by axing it and not handing the planning 
power down to local communities,” com¬ 
plained Mr Halfon. 

“They have made it even more unaccount¬ 
able, meaning they are going to meet housing 
targets without offering or considering the 
need for infrastructure; the Government has 
earmarked £3 00m for infrastructure with the

plans for mass housing but when you think a 
new road costs £150m, it just quite simply is 
not enough.” 

Mr Clark added: “I am pleased the assem¬ 
bly, which had 30 per cent of the members 
never elected to any body sitting on it, is being 
scrapped but my new concern is regional plan¬ 
ning will be done by civil servants who have 
no local knowledge or attachment; there was 
nothing wrong with county and local plan¬ 
ning.” 

However, Harlow MP Bill Rammell was 
enthusiastic about the change last Wednesday: 
“There has been concern for some time that 
the regional assemblies have not been effective 
enough and are too remote and unaccountable. 

“In future, their responsibilities will be 
shared between councils and regeneration 
development agencies with a clear focus on 
economic growth and regeneration. 

“This should result in more decisions being 
taken locally by democratically elected coun¬ 
cillors and it should help Harlow, given our 
community’s need for regeneration and hous¬ 
ing.”

Pair abducted 
and murdered 
by Iraq group 


A MARRIED couple from 
Harlow, employed by the 
United States Embassy in 
Iraq, were kidnapped and 
murdered while working in 
Baghdad, an inquest heard 
on Thursday. 

The bodies of Dr Hazim 
Saleem Hanna and Emel Yousof 
Meskoni were found buried near 
the Iraqi capital after the couple, 
both aged 63, had been missing 
for three weeks, Croydon 
Coroner’s Court was told. 

Victoria Anzaldun, an official at 
the US Embassy in London, told 
coroner Dr Roy Palmer that Dr

Hanna, who worked as an inter¬ 
preter, had been kidnapped by an 
unknown group and that his wife, a 
full-time investigator for the 
embassy, had attempted to negotiate 
his release. 

“They wanted money in return for 
their hostage and his wife got into 
contact with them and negotiated 
how much they wanted,” she said. 
“She went to a meeting point and did 
not return. 

“The bodies were buried and three 
weeks later they were dug up and 
taken to a coroner’s office in Iraq 


and then were taken to the US 
Embassy for identification.” 

The couple were formally identi¬ 
fied through fingerprinting and their 
bodies have since been flown back to 
England, the court heard. 

Miss Anzaldun added that post¬ 
mortem examinations had been con¬ 
ducted but no results had yet been 
given concerning the cause of death. 

The coroner told the hearing that 
further autopsies may be carried out 
in the UK and adjourned the inquest 
until a date yet to be fixed. 

The Star approached the US 
Embassy in London for further com¬ 
ment and details about the nature of 
the couple’s work in Baghdad but 
officials declined to comment.

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College strategy has merit but 
problems lie in implementation

Concern about Harlow College 
dominates much of the month. The 
Teaching and Learning Strategy that 
the management team wants to 
introduce has a lot of merit but the 
implementation is causing real 
problems. 

I asked the Learning & Skills Council 
to intervene and conduct a review of 
the college and its handling of the 
situation as I'm not reassured that 
the college has a robust strategy in 
place to deal with the staffing and 
curriculum problems. I continue to 
urge the college and the University 
and College Union to negotiate and I 
meet with the LSC to discuss my 
concerns in detail. 

There's a lack of clear information 
and communication to staff, students 
and the wider community about 
what's happening at the college so I 
called a public meeting. Despite the 
short notice over 100 people 
attended. 

Farewell to ITeC 

Last month I visited ITeC at Latton 
Bush. They've done a terrific job 
providing education and training to 
local people over many years. 

There's more money in the training 
sector than ever before but it means 
ITeC face more competition than a 
decade ago. They have a large 
financial deficit and can't continue. 

I met with some of the learners to 
discuss what's going to happen to 
them. Some of them are facing 
problems getting work experience 
placements. I provide internship 
placements in my office so I offered 
two of them a placement for later 
this year. 


PAH team award 

Princess Alexandra Hospital's 
maternity team has won an award 
from the All Party Parliamentary 
Maternity Group for their innovative 
bereavement service. 

They have a difficult job and the 
award is recognition of this. I met 
three of the team at Westminster to 
thank them over a cup of tea on the 
Commons terrace. 

Credit worthy 

I was asked to present The Museum 
of Harlow with its accreditation 
certificate from the Museums, 
Libraries and Archives Council. 

The museum is an excellent 
community resource helping to 
educate residents of all ages about 
the history of our town and the award 
is well deserved. 

One Stop pioneers 

Once again Harlow is pioneering the 
delivery of local services with the

Johnny's fund an aid 
to future of theatre 



THOUSANDS of pounds 
have flowed into a fund 
set up in memory of a 
talented amateur actor 
and director. 

Johnny Wong (38), a 
member of Harlow Theatre 
Company, at Old Harlow’s 
Victoria Hall Theatre, died in 
June when a lorry crashed 
into the rear of his car in 
north Yorkshire. 

He was a regular leading man at 
the Bury Road theatre and also 
directed several productions. 

In addition, he worked with the 
Class Act Theatre School, 
teaching stagecraft to children. 
At the time of his death, Johnny, 
who lived in Loughton and 
worked in Harlow for Pearson 
Education, was directing a 
version of Stephen King’s Misery 
and preparing to appear as 
Algernon in The Importance Of 
Being Earnest but both 
productions have now been 
cancelled. 

Victoria Hall Theatre is 
attempting to raise £90,000 by 


December 2008 to buy the lease 
on the theatre from Essex 
County Council or see it closed. 
To help boost the funds, a 
separate appeal has been set up 
in Johnny’s name by his regular 
co-star and close friend Caroline 
Petherbridge, pictured above 
with him. 

Initially, Ms Petherbridge thought 
she would try to raise just £250 
to pay for a seat in the theatre to 
bear his name but so far his 
fund has raised £9,500 and there 
will not only be dozens of seats 
in his name, but also a 
refurbished dressing room in his 
memory. 

“Johnny was a warm-hearted, 
generous and loving person 
who had many friends from all 
walks of life,” said Ms 
Petherbridge, 

“The children from Class Act all 
adored him; no-one will ever 
replace Johnny, he was unique 
and will never be forgotten. 

“The main thing is that Johnny 
would not have wanted Victoria 
Hall to close. There would be no 
better way of remembering his 
life than by keeping the theatre 
going.”

SPRINGFIELD’S oddball family 
finally make the jump from the 
small to the big screen, 18 years 
after the first episode. 

There’s been anticipation of a 
Simpsons movie for more than a 
decade now and although it 
seems a bit late in the day, with 
the show having been usurped 
by the very successors for 
which it blazed a trail, the 
word from those who’ve 
seen it is that it delivers on 
every front... and then 
some. 

The story opens with 
dysfunctional dad 
Homer demonstrating 
an obsessive, all- 
consuming love for his 
new pet pig, to the 
annoyance of his long- 
suffering family. 

But a leaky silo full of dung 
triggers the worst 
environmental disaster in 
Springfield’s history, 
incurring the wrath of his 
wife Marge and the fury of a 
torch-bearing mob of 
residents.

Essentially an updating of the Noah’s Ark 
story, Congressman Evan Baxter (Carrell, 
pictured above) is warned by God (Morgan 
Freeman, reprising his role from Bruce) that 
the world is soon going to flood and 
commanded to build an ark. 

Evan has a hard time believing what’s 
happening, while his wife Joan (Lauren 
Graham) and kids start to fear for his sanity. 
Eventually, he submits to God’s will and 


predictable craziness ensues, not least 
when various animals start following the 
modern-day Noah around two-by-two. 
Meanwhile, evil Congressman Long (John 
Goodman) plans to concrete over national 
parks for profit, but God may just have 
something up his sleeve - providing Evan 
keeps his end of the bargain. 

Remaining toothless and inoffensive despite 
tackling two of the most controversial 
world issues - religion and politics - this is 
little more than a twee family film designed 
to entice US Christians off the self-righteous 
picket-line and into the cinema. 

But whether you believe in the supernatural 
or not, the portents are not good for this 
most expensive comedy ever made (it 
reportedly cost in the region of $175m).

WARMING UP THE BRAIN FARM - THE BEST OF 

Lo Fidelity Allstars (album, Skint) 

This is a deep down and dirty break-beat from the London-based 
knob twiddlers who, after four albums, have decided to release a 
greatest hits. It’s loud and exciting and, despite the slightly fey 
Goth lyrics, it can sound as powerful as the conch signalling 
tribes to the final showdown at Armageddon, particularly on The 
All In All. It is also pretty funky with Battleflag and Lo Fis In 
Ibiza drumming out looping bass and dance piano. The estate 
agents can keep their Fat Boy Slim, this is true grit. 

HARRY POTTER AND THE ORDER OF THE 
PHOENIX; ORIGINAL SOUNDTRACK 

Nicholas Hooper (album, Warner) 

While Harry and his pals ran around in front of blue screens 
zapping each other with rudimentary Latin, Nicholas Hooper 
was beavering away with his own wand. A sumptuous and 
exciting piece of work has emerged, with the main theme being 
the new professor on the Hogwarts’ block - Umbridge. This 
special edition, however, is packaging-heavy stuff and unlikely to 


thrill youngsters apart from with the occasional plot-spoiling 
dialogue samples. 

THE PROJECTIONIST 

A Silent Film (ER Xtra Mile) 

Yet another group of earnest young men with guitars, wearing 
their heartache on their sleeves, A Silent Film make a 
shamefully lacklustre attempt to cash in on the wearily 
predictable formula of angst -F lots of reverb -F whinging 
frontman = barrowfuls of cash and complete sacrifice of 
credibility If the EP’s title hints at a sound steeped in cinematic 
intensity vapid opener Lamplight instantly disappoints with its 
insipid metaphorical wordplay and tediously colourless musings 
on heartbreak. 

TOUGHER THAN LOVE 

Hummingbird (album. Flying Sparks) 

Destined for the shopping baskets of genteel Radio 2 listeners, 
the debut album from the UK’s watered-down answer to the 
Dixie Chicks is pleasant enough but lacks real bite or purpose.

TRANSFORMERS. Director Michael 
Bay knows just what his 
audience is after and delivers 
one astonishing set piece after 
another as colossal robots from 
outer space go at it like 
threshing machines in a battle 
for the Earth, with Optimus Prime 
and the good Autobots on one 
side versus the evil Decepticons 
on the other. 

HAIRSPRAY. As with Mel Brooks’ 
The Producers, the kitsch and 
colourful 1988 John Waters’ film 
of Hairs pray was turned into a 
stage musical and then came 
sort of full circle by being 
adapted back into a movie, this 
time as a musical. Overweight 
teenager Tracy Turnblad puts 
herself and her family in the 
media hotspot when she 
attempts to integrate a popular 
TV show.

Neat change plays Hyde and sleek 


JEKYLL 

(Contender Home Entertainment, 15, retail) 

Robert Louis Stevenson’s hardy tale of duality has a 
makeover for the 21st century from Coupling/Doctor 
Who writer Steven Moffat and finds itself transformed 
from a gas-lit gothic horror into a paranoid sci-fi 
action adventure. 

James Nesbitt is Dr Tom Jackman, a man who’s put 
his life under the surveillance camera in order to 
control his dark side - and to keep it ignorant of its 
outer half’s wife and children. 

But it’s not quite as simple as restraining himself 
when he feels a change coming on; a shadowy 
organisation is on his/their trail and it looks as if 
Jackman will need his flipside if he and his loved ones 
are to survive. 

Moffat’s is a very post-modern take on the story, 
positing a world in which Stevenson’s The Strange 
Case Of Dr Jekyll And Mr Hyde exists; indeed, Hyde 
takes his own name from it on one of his first outings. 
With the contemporary taste for redeeming character 
arcs, it’s also interesting to see Jackman forced to do 
bad things to get the right outcome while Hyde, 
despite being a self-serving predator, is driven to 
protect Jackman’s family when the good doctor can’t. 
The credibility of the series hangs on Nesbitt and he 
pulls out all the stops to give both sides depth and 
reality. It’s particularly pleasing the producers chose to 
eschew the usual Hyde of sprouting hair and dental 
work like a knackered picket fence; here, there’s only 
a subtle jaw appliance, dark contact lenses and a 
slightly lower hairline - Nesbitt does all the heavy 
lifting with a performance capable of switching in a 
heartbeat from flustered family man to a twinkling 
feral creature who may be the next step in evolution. 
The script’s witty and amusing enough to be forgiven 
the occasional pun, mounts its set pieces with flourish 
and will keep you guessing to the end. Indeed, the 
only disappointment is that Hyde’s evil nature is 
largely hearsay, with the restrictions of the format 
allowing him only to kill the truly threatening or evil. 
Elsewhere, Nesbitt gets solid support from Gina 
Bellman and Denis Lawson as an old friend, although 
the casting’s most severe hiccup is Paterson Joseph 
hamming it up like a triple-decker bacon sandwich 
with a terrible American accent as the chief agent 
after Jackman. 

Extras in this two disc set of six episodes include two 
commentaries. Anatomy Of A Scene and the mini-doc 
The Tale Retold.

BIGGER THAN LIFE 

(BFI, 12, retail) 

Director Nicholas Ray’s 1956 Bigger Than Life is built 
confidently around one of James Mason’s finest 
performances, as gentle-natured schoolteacher Ed 
Avery whose fundamentally decent personality 
becomes twisted and dangerous as a side effect of 
medical treatment. 

Given cortisone for an otherwise fatal condition, Ed’s 
initial relief gives way to alarm as his violent mood 
swings spiral out of control, he begins to scorn and 
then rage against his stifling, hollow middle-class 
values and lifestyle (arguable a subconscious stress 



worsening his condition in the first place) before 
developing delusions of grandeur and, ultimately, a 
lethal and paranoid messianic complex. 

In some respects, it’s a bit like The Man With The 
Golden Arm meets an American Beauty for the ’50s, 
although seemingly more interested in puncturing 
suburban complacency than the reality of addiction. 

A great cast includes Barbara Rush and Christopher 
Olsen as Ed’s tormented, fearful wife and son, plus 
Walter Matthau as a loyal friend. In terms of its colour 
design and lighting, it’s also an exceptionally striking 
and beautiful film.

Rosenbaum discussing the film, a commentary with 
critic Edward Buscombe, extras from a 1969 interview 
with Ray and a lavish booklet of essays.

THE SCARLET PIMPERNEL/THE 
RETURN OF THE SCARLET PIMPERNEL 

(Network, U, retail) 

A stirring double bill of ripping yarns in which 
outwardly foppish toff Sir Percy Blakeney and his 
wealthy chums brave the perils of revolutionary 
France to save condemned aristos from renowned 
pain in the neck Madame Guillotine. 

It’s not hard to determine the sympathies of upper 
class creator Baroness Orczy, something that 
translates into the common herd of people being 
presented as almost sub-human animals, but that 
hardly interferes with what are essentially rollicking 
good adventures. 

The 1934 original has Leslie Howard as the dashing 
Pimpernel, his effete alter ego contrasting neatly with 
his dashing valour as he finds suspicions pointing to 
his beautiful French-born wife Marguerite (Merle 
Oberon) after she is unwittingly dragged into a plot to 


unmask and snare him, devised by the villainous 
Chauvelin (Raymond Massey) and his megalomaniac 
boss Robespierre. 

The Pimpernel was back three years later in the guise 
of Barry Barnes, accompanied by a wholly new cast 
but picking up the story where the first film ended. 

Sir Percy has been unmasked but remains at liberty in 
England, to the brow-beetling fury of Robespierre 
who orders Chauvelin to snare him by baiting a trap 
for him with his now beloved Lady Blakeney, daring 
the Pimpernel to walk into the very jaws of the beast.

BILLY’S HOLLYWOOD SCREEN KISS 

(Tartan Video, 15, retail) 

A gay love story of sorts that, unfortunately, is 
ultimately as colourful, glib and shallow as its central 
character Billy (Sean Hayes). 

Director Tommy O’Haver might be all thumbs when it 
comes to scripting but you can’t fault his visual flair, 
opening with a montage of Polaroids by way of 
playing catch-up with Billy's life, from humble origins 
through whining about a dead-end affair in which he 
feels stuck to meeting apparently straight waiter 
Gabriel (Brad Rowe). 

Befriending and introducing Gabriel into the world of 
modelling, Billy pursues him for his own photography 
project (to recreate famous Hollywood kisses) and as 
the object of his hesitant affections through a variety 
of parties and colourful characters (including the 
wonderful Paul Bartel). 

By the time he draw near the end of his chase and 
realises something the audiences has pretty much 
known from the start, it begins to test the patience 
too much.

After four albums of varying quality, this is the inevitable ‘best of’ 
and, as we traditionalists like, it follows the simple format of a 
chronological trawl through the band’s singles. Earlier hits like 
Queer, Stupid Girl and Only Happy When It Rains are likely to 
bring a nostalgic smile to the faces of the sort of ’90s indie kids 
who found singer Shirley Manson attractive. But as the record 
goes on, it serves as a reminder of how samey the band could 
be and how progressively dull they became after those early 
highlights. Taken in its entirety, it’s not a bad listen but it really 
does tell you something about the state of the late-’90s music 
scene that Garbage were seen as such alt-rock heroes.

M any people dream and 
just dip their toes in the 
water as thoughts of 
actually fulfilling their 
ambitions are swept away by the 
hectic tide of life. 

However, swimmer Peter Beatty is 
one of those who has persisted and 
his doughty determination has seen 
him accomplish what many would 
deem an impossible dream. 

The 44-year-old roofer, who lived in 
Harlow for mueh of his life and went to 
the town’s Burnt Mill Sehool, showed 
extraordinary mental strength and 
stamina as he swam the English Channel 
after failing on four previous oeeasions. 

“I eried like a baby when I got there — it 
was the best thing in the world,” he said. 
He swam from San Pier Hoe (near 
Dover) to Cap Gris Nez in Franee, 
eompleting the 22-mile swim in 18 hours, 
11 minutes. The fastest ever verified 
Channel swim was by Christof 
Wandratseh (7h 3m 52s). 

Beatty’s feat marked the fulfilment of a 
dream whieh was fuelled some 30 years 
ago. 

He said: “It’s a lifetime ambition. I’m the 
happiest bloke in the world. I remember

“My wife [Myra] and daughter [Ella] did 
not let me give up. They pushed me on,” 
he said. 

This year he trained like never before, 
spending many early morning hours at 
the Grange Paddoeks’ pool in Stortford 
and at Bishop’s Stortford College’s pool. 



And in May he began swimming up to 14 
hours every weekend in the English 
Channel off Dover harbour. 


Beatty was due to make his fifth attempt 
last week but instead he took advantage 
of favourable weather eonditions to taekle 
the ehallenge on July 19. 

“My eoaeh [Frieda 
Streeter] at Dover 
said there were 
good eonditions to 
do it,” he said.
